Find Rablican Gains 


The Republican campaigners who are 
touring Worcester county say that they 
are finding-manyv encouraging signs of a 
gradual return to the strong Republican 
sentiment characterized — this 
“heart of for many 
years, 

While these signs of better conditions 
are seen to a degree wherever they go 
some of the more conservative members 
of the party maintain that a vast amount 
of work must be done by the Republicans 
if they are to nose out a victory in No- 
vember for Lieutenant-Governor Froth- 
ingham, their gubernatorial candidate. 

The major part of the campaigning so 
far has been in the southern part of the 
county, largely in the mill towns of the 
Blackstone valley. In nearly every one 
ot these communities it is said that there 
is a certain element of the Republican 
voters who were hostile to Governor 
Draper last. vear because of relations 
With Wage-earners on various occasions. 
The veto by Mr, Draper of the eight- 
hour bill and his attitude on labor 
measures as pictured to these mill work- 
ers of the Blackstone valley by the 
Democratic orators last vear are said to 
have had their effect in turning Repub- 
_lican votes to Governor Foss. 

The Republican politicians encountered 
on the tour have generally said that 
this disaffected Republican vote will all 
come back to Lieutenant-Governor Froth- 
ingham this fall. Talks with the workers 
themselves seem to show that while these 
politicians were a bit too optimistic in 
their opinions on this point, still a good 
percentage of tle vote lost last vear 
would return. Very few instances were 
found where a Republican vote of Jast 
vear would change to Democratic this 
fall. 

One of the interesting observances, say 
the campaigners, is the degree of cre- 
dence which had been given to the Demo- 
cratic argument, said to have been used 
often in this section last fall, that Gov- 
ernor Foss’ election would in some way 
which was not explained have its effect 
in lowering the cost of living. When 
inquiries were made as to why Mr. Foss 
vot the Republican vote he did last year 
more than one voter gave as the first 
reason that “they thought he might re- 
duce the high cost of tood.” 

“He fooled some of the boys last vear 
when le talked to us about high prices 
but we don’t see that they are any 
Jower now,” said a mechanic at Whitins- 
ville, speaking of Governor Foss. 

lt was said by a Republican voter that 
there was considerable Foss sentiment 
among the workmen of the H. T. Whit- 
ing’s machinery plant last year. “This 
he said, “they are not talking 
much about politics openly. From what 
is heard Governor Fass doesn’t. seem as 
strong as he was a vear ago. I think it 
is the silent vote that will settle the 
light this vear and among the shop men 
J don't know how this vote will go.” 

Down in Blackstone, the home of Rep- 
resentative John W. Meaney, prominent 
Democrats said that Mr. Frothingham

Draper a year ago. A large per cent 
of the Republican vote was registered 
against Mr. Draper on the labor ques- 
tion, it was said. The former Gover- 
nor also lost votes on personal grounds. 

A Democratic store-keeper gave it 
out that as tepresentative Meaney 
thought so thought the Democrats and 
many Republicans of the town.

"SHE MAKES BAGS FROM SCRAPS 


One woman leads the work of — a dozen 


N a small New England town there is 

a little Woman who earns a good living 
for herself and several others by making 
small bags, says an exchange. All the 
work is done at home, and many. of the 
merchants who buy her bags have never 
seen the maker. 

“t always was handy about using 
scraps,” she explained to a visitor who 
asked how she established her business. 
“My bags are all made of samples or 


_ mill ends, which are nothing more or less 


than manufacturers’ scraps. I get them 
for very little, compared with the prices 
the same goods bring at retail. That is 
one of the chief secrets of my success. 
Another secret is making what the public 
wants, and the third is keeping all the 
work up to the highest standard. 

“I have never attempted anything be- 
sides bags. It gives me all I can do to 
supply the demand for bags. Though | 
have never kept count of the varieties 
of bags, 1’m sure in my time I must have

, CLEVELAND, 0.—Four wall paper 
‘manufacturers and four wall paper job- 
bers were indicted by the United States 
grand jury yesterday, charged with a 
‘conspiracy in restraint of trade in vio- 
‘lation of the Sherman law. 

The indicted manufacturers are Win 
field A. Huppuch, first vice-president of 
the Standard Wall Paper Company of 
Iludson Falls, N. Y.; Robert F. Hobbs, 
director of the Hobbs, Benton & Heath 
Company, Hoboken, N. J.;: Tait, 
a director of the Wiiliam Campbell Wall 
Paper Company, Hackensack, N..J., and 


Ceorge 


Company of York, Pa. 

Lhe indicted jobbers are Jay B. Pearce, 
president of the J. B. Pearce Wall Pa- 
per Company of Cleveland; C. C. Aller, 
president of C. C. Aler & Co., of Colum- 
bus, O.; Norton Newcomb, secretary of 
the Newcomb Bros. Wall Paper Company 
of St. Louis; and Charles E. Maxwell. 
manager of S. F. Maxwell & Co., of Chi- 
cago. 

The indictments charge that Hup- 
puch, Hobbs, Tait and McCoy, consti- 
tuting a committee representing the Wal! 
Peper Manufacturers Association of the 
United States, repeatedly met with 
Pearce, Aler, Newcomb and 
members of a committee representing 
the National Association of Wall Paper 
Jobbers and devised a plan to prevent 
their products being hought by the 5 
and 10 cent stores of the country. 

According to the indictments 
cerns from coast to coast are nembers of 
the Wall Paper Manufacturers 
tion and 27 concerns are members of the 
jobbers organization, practically control- 
ling the country’s wall paper output.

IMPORTS OF TIN 
PLATE SMALLEST 
N NY YEAR 


Heavy Decline in Shipments 
to United States Due to 
Big Advance in Prices in 
Foreign Countries

EXPORTS INCREASED 


WASHINGTON—Tin plate imports 
are making their lowest record in many 
years, according to a statement just 
prepared by the bureau of statistics, de- 
partment of commerce and labor. It 
shows that the total quantity of tin 
plate imported into the United States 
during the month of August was only 
657,263 pounds, valued at $25,889, against 
1,120,622 pounds, valued at $274,652 in 
August of last year. In July, 1911, the 
quantity imported was 527,720 pounds, 
valued at $21,971, against 24,170,637 
pounds, valued at $715,585 in July, 1910. 
Thus the total quantity of the tin plates 
imported in the months of July and 
August, 1911, has been only 1,184,983 
pounds, valued at $47,860, against 33,- 
291.259 pownds, valued at $990,237 in the 
correspondingy ‘months of last year. 
Meantime exports of domestic tin 
plates have advanced from about 
2,000,000 pounds in. July and August. 
1910, to 23,000,000 in July and August, 
1911. : 
This heavy decline in the importation 
of tin plate is understood to be due 
chiefly to the large advance in prices of 
this article in foreign countries. The 
average import price of tin plate in July, 
1911, was 4.2 cents per pound, against 
3 cents per pound in July, of last year, 
and in August about 4 cents per pound, 
against 5 cents per pound in August a 
year ago. Most of the tin plate im- 
ported in recent years has been for use 
in the manufacture of cans and other 
articles used in the export trade, in 
Which case 99 per cent of the duty was 
refunded under the drawback law. The 
marked advance in price of tin plates 
abroad has apparently led to the sub- 
stitution of domestic tin plate for the 
foreign article in the manufacture of a 
large proportion of the cans and other 
articles for use in exportation. 

The causes of ‘this in the 
movement of tin plates in our foreign 
commerce are stated by an authority on 
the subject in response to an inquiry by 
the burean of statistics as follows: 

“A number of reasons have contributed 
to the changes in the statistics referred 
to. The prige of tin plates advanced 
very materially abroad, owing to the 
high price of sheet bars, augmented by 
the enormous ifcrease on the continent 
and all over the world in the demand 
for tin plate, for canning fruits, vege- 
tables, fish, meats and ail products. The 
demand for tin plate hs “containers for 
oil-products alone has inc@ased tremen- 
dously, by reason of -the development of 
oil-producing properties in Mexico, In- 
dia, Persia and Borneo,. to say nothing 
of the increase in demand in Russia as 
a result of more stable political con- 
ditions in that country. The largely 
increased consumptive demand the 
world has taxed the productions of for- 
eign mills to the utmost. Under these 
cireumstances, American mills have sup- 
plied an increasing share of the require- 
ments of American consumers for do- 
mesti: consumption and export.”

It hes 
been proposed that the Aschersleben 
should buy out the Sollstedt, which ‘s 
owned by the International Agricultural 
Chemical Company. 

Of course the abscrption «f the Soll- 
stedt-Aschersleben mines by the syndi- 
cafe woul! have this disadvantage. It 
woukl mean that the Americans had but 
one seller with Whom they could nego- 
tiate instead of two or three as was the 
case When the 1909 contracts were made.

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IN THE conduct of the recent anti-reciprocity 
campaign in the Dominion neither the 
Conservative speakers nor the Conservative 
newspapers made the slightest attempt to 
conceal the fact, that their rejection of a 
trade alliance with this country, which they 
had in the past vigorously striven to bring 
about, was in great part due to the change 
that had taken place in American tariff

sentiment. During the years that Canada 
was knocking at the door across the line and seeking a reasonable and 
an equitable share in American commercial advantage, this nation 
Was pursuing a high protective policy and exhibiting every indication 
of continuing along that line indefinitely. Canada for jhe greater 
part of this time was the producer only, or mainly, of raw materials, 
and she was more than willing to pass American manufactures over 
her border free, if in return the United States would admit, on equal 
terms, the products of her farms, forests and mines. 

But with time industrial conditions changed on both sides of 
the line. The United States became less warmly attached to the 
high protective tariff idea; the peopling of the prairie provinces and 
the development of northern mining fields contributed mightily 
toward the upbuilding of factories in Canada, and almost in the 
same ratio that protection lost in the esteem of the American people 
it rose in the affections of the Canadians. 

This is neither the time nor the place to inquire into the wisdom 
or the unwisdom of the policies that have grown or may grow out of 
these changes of attitude on the part of the neighboring peoples. It 
was the conviction of those who favored reciprocity,that such a 
measure, by combining the commercial interests of the two nations, 
would; be of immeasurable advantage to both. However, the 
Canadians decided otherwise, as was their privilege and right, and 
the fact of present importance is that the triumphant party, in 
response to the demands of the manufacturers of the Dominion, will 
in all probability grant stiffer measures of protection to home indus- 
tries than they have ever before enjoyed. In other words, the anti- 
reciprocity campaign and the anti-reciprocity victory have awakened 
in Canada the belief in her separate destiny, which for over forty 
vears held the forces of protection and exclusion together on this 
side of the line. Canada is passing into this belief as the United 
States is passing out of it, but this should discourage nobody. 

Whatever the theory, in practise the interests of the United 
States and Canada are closely interwoven. The stone wall of high 
protection raised by this country was never thick enough or strong 
enough to shut Canada out completely from American trade and 
friendship. Kventually and inevitably the two nations will come 
together on common ground for the advancement of this continent 


and the good of humanity in general.

and here George .\W. Perkins in his ad- 
dress to the Detroit Chamber of Com- | 
merce is quite right in his opinion that the | 
nation will not be content to leave to judicial | 
interpretation what belongs fundamentally 
to the lawmaking body in definition of federal control of trade. 
Congress may, as Mr. Perkins declares it should, decide to delegate 
this matter to a permanent commission as it has in the case of trans- 
portation interests. Such a course would be natural in the light of 
recent precedents.. But whether adopting this course or preferring 
the somewhat more difficult task of attempting to deal with a complex 
situation bv an elaborate statute covering all possible contingencies, 
the power belongs with the national Legislature and not with the 
judiciary, save as it may be a court especially constituted to deal with 
special questions of commerce. 

For the enlightenment of Congress, when it next attempts to 
define a national policy toward “trusts,” it might well be that a com- 
inission, specially created to gather data—one like the tariff board— 
should report. It is for something of this kind that Mr. Perkins 
asks. If we mistake not, steps already have been taken to make one 
of the special congressional committees’ inquests take the form of 
an investigation that will include witnesses expert in their knowledge 
of the dimensions and intricacies of contemporary business and the 
effect upon it of legislation of a restrictive kind. 

Data for sound lawmaking on this matter abound in a wav 
not known when Senators Sherman, I-lmunds and Hoar drafted 
the statute which now is being enforced with rigor for the first time. 
Congress can hardly evade the duty of promptly busying itself about 
the matter of recasting the statute, for until it is done there cannot 
be a sense of security as to the legality of anv form of business that 
involves the slightest measure of combination. |

SUSPICION of the existence of a laundry 
combine has been growing in many parts of 
the country lately, but tangible evidence is 
only now coming to the surface. The vari- 
ous advances in prices by the piece and by 
the dozen were for a long time believed by 
patrons of the laundries to be purely sym- 
pathetic and incidental to the higher cost of 
living. Evidence, however, is coming to 
light which would seem to go far toward 
proving, should the attorney-general of the United States, care to 
go into the matter, that these advances are not wholly warranted by 
existing industrial conditions, but, rather, are brought about by an 
understanding among laundrymen and laundry corporation§ which 
enables them to fix prices arbitrarily and to a large degree in restraint 
of the natural inchnation of the American people to wear clean 
things. | 

Thus, little wash articles that were formerly sent to the laun- 
dries after one wearing are now taxed so high that they are not sent 
until they have been worn twice, or, mavbe, three times. The 
addition of a cent, or even a fraction of a cent, to the laundry cost 
of each small piece brings the cost in the aggregate to the individiral,

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to say nothing about the large family, up to a considerable figure. 
But because it is possible, although not desirable, to practise small 
economies such as that referted to above, the advance in the rate 
by the piece or by the dozen has not caused nearly as much unrest 
throughout the country as the attempt of the laundries to fix the 
terms upon laundry done in bulk. 

Here is where Attorney-General Wickersham may be interested. 
Hotels, restaurants, barber shops and large families having no 
laundries of their own, have been dealing with the public laundries for 
years on the bulk system. ‘That is, they were charged and they paid a 
certain price the hundred pieces, with pro rata charges for pieces of 
a nuniber below that figure. Latterly, in many places, it is alleged, 
the laundries have undertaken to break down this custom. <A specific 
and illustrative instance is to be found in Indianapolis. <A 
master barber of that city reports that formerly a certain laundry 
took his towels at 25 cents the hundred and charged him at that rate 
for fractions of a hundred. Recently, however, it insisted upon 
his paying 25 cents no matter how few towels the bundle might 
contain. When he entered a protest against this, the laundry 
deprived him of its agency. Furthermore, he soon found not only 
that all the other laundries were charging for towels in the same 
manner, but also that they would not take his work or permit him to 
represent them on commission. 

It is possible, of course, that we have as yet ‘heard only one 
side of the question, but if we have heard the true side, and the 
laundry trust or combine is going to spread and grow in power, it 
will be able, if it proceeds along the Indianapolis lines, to do things 
to the public that none of the other trusts or combines, dissolved, 
dissolving or untouched, would have thought of doing. One cannot 
think calmly of being shut out by the laundries through a summer, 
for instance, or of submitting to the alternative of suppressing all 
evidence of issatisfaction when the things come back in tatters and 
buttonless. There must be relief for this situation somewhere, and 
it might be a feather in the cap of any statesman, regular or insur- 
gent, who should succeed in pointing out where it is to be found.

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EXPERT opinion of the most unimpeachable 
kind, prompted by the highest motives of 
patriotism and professional honor and based 
on careful study of the problem, has decided 
on the Potomac site for the Lincoln memorial 
in Washington.

government. In dealing with many of the 
radical political propositions put forward in 
cent years, one needs an intelligent under- 
standing of the poimts involved that this 
fact shall be kept in sight. Another poimt of equal importance 
demanding the attention especially of proponents of the varicus 
governmental innovations is that the instrument, commonly called 
the constitution, which provides for a representative and not, in the 
fullest sense, a democratic form of government, also provides a 
means whereby it may itself be changed to meet the progressive 
thought of any period, and that in the absence of such changes it 
remains in full force as the organic law of the land. 

In the light of these indisputable facts, the wonder is not that 
the supreme court of the United States has been invoked to pass 
substantially upon the initiative; referendum, recall and other 
manifestations of the movement away from representative and 
toward direct popular government, but, rather, that an opinion as 
to the constitutionality of these proceedings was not asked for 
long ago. 

It has been found in the past that the constitution could be 
adjusted to every condition likely to arise. It will probably be 
found to respond equally well in the future. While it may not 
countenance the initiative and referendum as at present applied, there 
is good reason for believing that it will provide a way for the carry- 
ing out of the wishes of the people in this direction, if it is really 
the wish of the people to take a course which was discussed in 
detail by its framers, the founders of the republic, and discarded as 
unsafe. 

The advantage of having a supreme court decision, and a clear 
one, in relation to these innovations, is that if they shall be upheld 
they can no longer be called revolutionary. It would be folly to 
break down the safeguards of free government already provided and 
well tested, because they are seemingly in the way of a still greater 
advance. The wise and patriotic course would seem to be to see 
whether changes made under the protection of these’ safeguards will 
not be more desirable and more permanent than any made without 
them. It is not necessary in this discussion to talk of mob law, or brute 
force; what is necessary is that the thoughtful and loyal citizenship 
of the nation shall insist upon legitimate procedure, whether in the 
interest of the forces that are radical or the forces that are conserva- 
tive, and be content with nothing less. 


COMMENT was made here recently upon a 
protest by certain New Jersey commuters 
against a ratlroad rule which denied in 
general special rates to Jersey City or to 
Hoboken, but required the purchase of 
transportation to New York at rates allow- 1 
ing stop-offs on the New Jersey side of the | Commuters 
river. It was stated then that this rule was | 

intended to take the corporations in question I = | 
out of the jurisdiction of the state and ~~ | 
bring them under that of the interstate commerce commission. The 
public utilities commission of New Jersey, touching on this point, 
says the rule “absolutely beclouds the knowledge of what part of the 
carrier's earnings arises from interstate and what part from intra- 
state services, respectively,” and this consideration led to the issuing 
of an order requiring the companies to change sheir methods. 

The matter in itself has direct concern for a comparatively 
small number of railway patrons, but it has general interest in that 
it reveals a disposition among certain railway managers to lose sight 
of the comfort and convenience of the individual patron where they 
seem to come into conflict with the interests of the corporations. In 
the present case, the point of view of the carriers was that it did not 
matter much how the commuter felt about it so long as the railroad 
company could turn a trick against the state's authority. 

This is exactly where public service corporations frequently 
make mistakes. They forget sometimes that the individual patron 
is in reality the most important factor in the entire situation. They 
do not always remember the simple proposition that if the individual 
patron is well provided tor and kept in good humor the public in 
general will be satished and disinclined to make complaint. Traced 
to their source, most of the difficulties besetting public service 
corporations in this country during recent years will be found to 
have originated in the indifference these concerns have shown toward 
the individual. |
